Parking Meters Eyed in 3 Hamptons Villages 


rivers seeking hard-to-find parking spots 

nearby popular shops in some South Fork 
downtowns may soon have to feed new parking 
meters for the first time. 

The Village of East Hampton struck an agreement 
with ParkMobile, an Atlanta-based parking meter 
company that offers an app for drivers to pay via 
mobile devices instead of coin-operated meters. Sag 
Harbor may vote on it in March and Southampton 
will hear from the company at its January meeting. 
Times and rates are expected to differ between 
villages. : 

“Visitors to the region will be able to use their 
same account in all three villages,” Sag Harbor 
Trustee Aiden Corish said. “This makes it easier for 
everybody and reinforces the idea that paid parking 
is something whose time has come on the East End.” 

ParkMobile is used in thousands of locations 
nationwide, including Patchogue, Freeport, Great 
Neck, Bay Shore, and New York City. 


Sag Harbor proposed premium parking May 29 to 
Oct. 3 on Main Street and Long Wharf with the first 
hour free, $5 for the second hour, $7.50 or the third 
hour, and $15 for the fourth hour. East Hampton 
proposed keeping free the one-hour parking on 
Main Street and two-hour parking in municipal lots, 
but charging $10 for the third hour and $20 for the 
fourth hour. 

“It’s going to really help the businesses and it’s 
going to help us in the village provide other services 
that we need,” East Hampton Village Mayor Jerry 
Larson said. 

Sag Harbor expects to earn from the meters $1 
million annually, which will fund road repairs, 
bicycle paths, and benches. Revenue projections 
were not immediately available for the other two 
villages. 

Southampton Village Mayor Jesse Warren said, “I 
think it’s a great idea, but we have to get our board 
up to speed.”

WHB Teachers 
Sue School 
District for 
Denying | 
Remote Learning

he Westhampton Beach Teachers 

Association recently filed a lawsuit 
against the school district on behalf of two 
immunocompromised gym teachers who 
were denied permission to switch to fully 
remote learning arrangements. 

Kenneth Miller and Jim Ford 
had individually emailed Assistant 
Superintendent for Personnel & 
Instruction William Fisher with requests 
to switch to remote learning due to health 
concerns. Miller’s concern stems from 
his autoimmune system, which requires 
him to receive biweekly intravenous 
immunoglobulin therapy and makes him 
increasingly vulnerable to COVID-19. 
While Miller’s request was rejected, Fisher 
worked with him to arrange a mutually 
agreeable solution—decreased class size, 
an assistant physical education teacher, 
access to a larger teaching space and 
additional PPE. 

Over the summer, Ford was diagnosed 
with chronic lymphatic leukemia, which, in 
addition to his Type 2 diabetes, puts him at 
an increased risk of severe illness from the 
virus that causes COVID-19. Much like his 
response to Miller, Fisher denied Ford’s 
remote learning request and offered to 
work out other safety accommodations. 

Fisher’s responses appear to be in line 
with the guidelines and definitions found 
in the district’s school reopening plan FAQ, 
which state that while “accommodations 
[for medically vulnerable/high-risk groups] 
may include additional distancing, the use 
of personal protective equipment (PPE) or 
other prevention strategies,” the district 
defines remote learning as a school-wide 
scenario “when all students and staff are 
online and the teacher utilizes technology 
to provide educational curriculum and 
instruction...when it is deemed unsafe to 
be in the traditional school setting.” Miller, 
Ford and the WHB Teachers Association 
are being represented in court by New 
York State United Teachers, a union of 
education and health professionals that 
has been working to increase access 
to remote learning alternatives for 
immunocompromised school staff and 
faculty in New York State.

Amagansett Pizza Bar’s 
Liquor License Tossed Over 
COVID-19 Violation

B est Pizza and Dive Bar in Amagansett was among the latest in a string 
of restaurants to have its liquor license suspended after authorities 
cited the eatery for allegedly violating New York State COVID-19 
restrictions. 

Undercover officers from the East Hampton Town Police Department 
reported finding on Nov. 15 about 20 patrons seated at and standing 
around the crowded bar at the pizzeria while mingling, ignoring social 
distancing, and not wearing masks, all of which is in violation of state 
orders, according to the State Liquor Authority (SLA). 

_ “Officers ordered and were served alcoholic beverages without food, a 
violation of COVID-related executive orders, and documented no food 
being served during the entirety of their inspection,” the SLA said in a 
statement, alluding to rules that also require patrons order food before 
being served beer, wine, or cocktails. “Bartenders also continually removed 
their facial coverings to talk to patrons.” 

The pizza bar was among six restaurants on Long Island and 36 
statewide that had their licenses suspended for similar alleged violations in 
recent weeks. They are among 279 that have had liquor licenses suspended 
for such violations since the pandemic restrictions began in the spring. 

The pizzeria is not the first on the East End to be caught by members 
of a statewide joint task force that has been checking restaurants for 
violations of Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s executive orders enacting strict rules 


Riverhead Town Approves 
Special Permit for Calverton 
Solar Farm

his month, the Riverhead Town Board granted a special permit to 

L.I. Solar Generation, LLC for the construction of the Calverton Solar 
Energy Center, a 22.9-megawatt commercial solar energy production 
facility. However, many conditions will have to be met to make it a reality. 

The large-scale solar farm, the fourth in Calverton, includes an 
underground electrical transmission line underneath Edwards Avenue, 

a transformer, fencing and road and drainage improvements on parcels 
located at 2714 River Road and 149 Edwards Avenue. Prior to receiving — 
Riverhead Planning Board approval, Long Island Solar Generations must 
reserve a 20-foot-wide easement to Riverhead Town for an extension of 
the EPCAL recreation trail, must execute a Community Benefit Agreement 
with the Town and must enter a Payment in Lieu of Taxes agreement. In 
addition, vegetative buffers must be maintained to screen the view of the 
solar farm from trails and highways. 

The resolution was originally offered to the board by Councilwoman 
Catherine Kent, who later abstained from the vote due to concerns over 
two details in the final resolution—the permit’s extension from 20 years to 
30 years, and the community benefit allocation, which currently sees the 
$1.5 million paid to the Town split between nonprofit outreach programs 
and recreational facilities, preservation of Peconic River and the Pine 
Barrens, protection of agriculture, enhancement of police and emergency

for restaurants to curb the spread of the coronavirus. The SLA suspended 
the liquor licenses of two restaurants in Southampton for violations over 
the summer and North Fork Country Club in Cutchogue in October after 
the catering venue hosted a 113-guest wedding that led to at least 34 
COVID-19 infections. 

East Hampton Town Police said the pizza bar is a repeat offender, with 
charges brought by the SLA days before the latest fines. Best Pizza did not 
immediately respond to a request for comment. ff

EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT IS IN DANGER OF CLOSING AFTER YEARS OF COMMUNITY CONFLICT AND STRIFE 


aes Hampton Town Airport is either an essential South Fork economic 
engine or an environmental nightmare destroying the region’s lure, 
depending upon who’s asked, as the dogfight over the airport’s future hits 
new heights. 

The airport's proponents recently launched a publicity campaign seeking to 
convince residents why the facility is key to local businesses’ survival. Critics 


are abuzz about skyrocketing noise complaints since summer residents are - 


staying into the offseason due to the coronavirus pandemic, bringing extra 
air traffic with them. Propelling the controversy is soaring speculation that 
the Town of East Hampton, which owns the airport, could close it down next 
year—with outrage sure to fly regardless of how the decision lands. 

“They re wrestling with some big decisions in terms of what they’re going 
to do when they get local control back,” Southampton Town Airport Noise 
Advisory Committee member Tommy John Schiavoni says of his neighbors 
to the east. 

September is when Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) authority 
requiring East Hampton Town comply with grant-related conditions on the 
airport expires, allowing the town board to ground flights at the airstrip in 
Wainscott for good, if it so chooses. 

“The FAA realizes that the Town of East Hampton’s decision is not simple 
and while the FAA encourages the preservation of airports, we recognize this 
is a local decision,” an FAA spokesperson said. 

East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc has repeatedly said over 
the years that the town has exhausted its judicial means of quieting the skies 
surrounding the airport. But it remains to be seen if the town board will go as 
far as closing the airport to achieve that goal. 

The last time an airfield on Long Island closed was in 2016, when the 
privately run Spadero Airport in East Moriches shuttered. Publicly owned, 
570-acre East Hampton Airport is 11 times larger than Spadero and has five 


times as many flights, averaging more than 30,000 annually. By comparison, 
John F. Kennedy International Airport, the nation’s sixth largest airport, had 
that many flights in about a month before COVID-19 caused the commercial 
airline industry to tank. 

While residents who live under East Hampton Airport’s flight paths got a 
temporary reprieve from the whir of jet engines, propeller planes buzzing, 
and the chuff of helicopter blades when air travel was halted at the pandemic’s 
peak in the spring, the noise came roaring back this summer and continued 
well after Labor Day, unlike years past. Several companies sell helicopter trips 
by the bundle between Manhattan and the Hamptons. “There’s been cases 
cited of children commuting to school by helicopter,” Ron Klausner, who’s 
also on Southampton’s aircraft noise committee, told the Village of North 
Haven board meeting on Nov. 17. 

Between 2015 and last year, aircraft noise complaints were up 23 percent 
overall, 56 percent for helicopters, and 40 percent for seaplanes, according to 
the Vector Noise and Operations Management System, one of three Hamptons 
noise monitors. 

Federal authorities have pushed to reroute helicopter traffic over the water 
to minimize noise, but complaints persist. Some of the five East End towns are 
reeling in the seaplanes. East Hampton may soon join the Town of Southold 
in banning seaplanes from taking off, landing or taxiing within 1,500 feet of 
shore, with offenders facing fines and potential jail time. 

Erin King-Sweeny, executive director of the East Hampton Community 
Alliance, a pro-airport group founded by local business owners with ties to the 
air strip, Michael Norbeck and Gianpaolo de Felice, says critics citing noise 
complaints are shortsighted. 

“It’s not as if closing this all of a sudden the skies go quiet,” she says. “There’s 
other airports.” 

King-Sweeny, an aviation attorney and former Hempstead Town 
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Councilwoman who recently moved to North Carolina, and daughter of 
retiring 14-term U.S. Rep. Peter King (R-Seaford), notes that Montauk Airport 
and Francis S. Gabreski Airport in Westhampton Beach both also serve the 

_area, bringing in air traffic. There are also abundant private helipads dotting 
the Hamptons. 

While the airport debate has been framed as a fight between the year-round 
Hamptons residents and the super-rich seasonal homeowners who fly in and 
out, King-Sweeny says middle-class communities also depend upon the airport 
and the money it brings into the community. To make her case, the alliance 
sent out 32,000 postcards to local residents, 


and later broke off to form Say No to KHTO, a reference to East Hampton’s 
airport code. 

While making a presentation at the Village of Sag Harbor board meeting 
on December 8, Raebeck argued that the local construction industry, not the 
airport, is the true economic engine of the region. He also questioned the 
safety of its air traffic control tower only operating during the day and pilots 
having to land without ground support at night. 

Sag Harbor Trustee Aiden Corish, an aviation enthusiast, countered that it’s 
not uncommon for small airports not to have a control tower and the fact that

She adds that it’s not just businesses, but the 
airport also plays a role in shuttling in donors to 
the many nonprofit fundraisers held annually 
in the region, although she notes that exactly 
how many such flights come in and out is hard 
to quantify. 

“We believe there is a broad diversity of interest 
in the Hamptons,” she says. 

There’s also a broad array of critics. Besides 
air traffic noise interrupting the enjoyment of 
the Hamptons’ famously serene environs, some 
also take issue with the aircraft emissions and 
toxins seeping into the ground at the airport. 
Forty-seven acres of the airport—nearly the 
entire size of Spadero—has been added to the 
New York State Department of Environmental 
Conservation’s Registry of Inactive Hazardous Waste Disposal Sites, better 
known as Superfund sites, after tests revealed perfluorinated chemicals in the 
soil and water. 

“It is and has always been the environment which draws people here,” says 
Barry Raebeck, a Wainscott resident who cofounded the Quiet Skies Coalition

when things do get dangerous because there’s 
different expectations,” Corish says. 

King-Sweeny cautions that those hoping for 
a quick resolution come autumn should not get 
their hopes too high. 

“I hope the town board would not think that 
September 2021 they could simply turn off the 
lights,” she says. “Any attempts to close the airport 
have to comply with local, state and federal laws.” 

Regardless of what happens, change is among 
the arrivals at East Hampton Airport, just as 
it has evolved from a tiny field for local single- 
engine airplane pilots in years past. 

“Some people wax romantically about the days 
going out to the airport when they were kids and 
they'd like to see the planes taking off and landing 
and it was a fun thing to go out and watch,” 
recalled John Kirrane of Noyac, who also serves on the airport committee. 
“That airport is long gone: If you go out today to East Hampton Airport on a 
busy day, you'll see large helicopters, you will see the largest of private jets— 
there’s an assortment of everything.”

BTH: You took your involvement and interest in Matt’s 
company way beyond insurance. How did that happen? 


JIM METZGER: I was very impressed with Matt. Young, 
smart and charismatic, he immediately engaged with the 
management team at Whitmore. One of our first meetings 
was at our office in Garden City. A one-hour meeting turned 
into two, and then a long productive lunch with several key 
executives. I like to be involved with entrepreneurs. Matt is 

a risk taker—dynamic and smart. He is successful, of course, 
but with an invaluable sense of humility and a keen sense of 
humor. He naturally puts people at ease, probably because 
he is at ease with himself. 

During the fall last year, Matt invited me to a private screening of several 
shows being produced by Allyance Media Group. Allyance was a company 
he founded with Tony DiSanto, a former president of programming and 
executive producer for MTV. After I met the management team, I made it 
a point to let Matt know I thought he had a real winner on his hands with 
a show they were calling Million Dollar Beach House. As it turned out, he 
did have a winner, and the show made the Netflix trending list in its first 
weeks on air. Before the year was out, I became an investor in Allyance 
Media. 


BTH: What do you think makes Million Dollar Beach House stand out from 
other real estate reality series? 


JIM METZGER: The show was a great concept—beautiful homes and 
young, attractive real estate brokers as the stars. That’s a good start. And 
then the visuals and cinematography. The shows were striking and fresh— 
just brilliant. 


MATT BRUDERMAN: Thanks Jim, I agree, and here is the secret sauce 
behind the show—it’s Tony DiSanto. He is a visionary in reality drama TV. 
Tony’s credits include president of programming at MTV, supervising the 
development and production of all series, specials and feature films for 
television. While he was president, the network’s ratings rose 30% with 
reality hits such as Teen Mom, 16 and Pregnant and Jersey Shore, three of 
the highest-rated shows on cable television at the time [circa 2010]. 


BTH: You are a Southampton homeowner, Jim. How long have you been 
coming out here? What do you love about the South Fork, and how do you 
spend your time here? 


JIM METZGER: I've been coming to the Hamptons for 50 years. I don’t 
need to tell you what a special place it is.

Hee MATT BRUDERMAN: Ah, very good question. Ever hear the phrase “If I 


a tell you, I’d have to kill you?” 
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Built in 1890, the hilltop Victorian in Sag Harbor was designed by George F. Barber.

n 1891, the famous inventor and artist William 

Sylvester Eaton built the Victorian house, distinctly 

different than the Federalist-style houses built by the 
whalers. The house, featuring a turret, with a rare flaring 
pointed roof and varied sidings, from different shaped 
shingles to clapboard, was designed by the renowned 
architect George F. Barber, who supplied thousands of 
designs for homes built through North America during 
a roughly 25-year career in the 1890s and early 1900s. 
Barber was based in Knoxville, Tennessee, for most of 
his career, but advertised and sold pattern books that 
contained his sketches and floor plans, according to 
Christopher R. DiMattei, a Boston architect who has 
been researching Barber’s works and helped write 
Architectural Ragtime: The Houses of Geo. F. Barber & 
Co. “At that time, people who were considering building 
a house would often purchase his books to become 
better acquainted with the building process, and see 
what was available for home designs,” DiMattei wrote in 
an email to the current owner at 27 Palmer Terrace. He 
says people would write Barber asking for customization 
based on his designs and then he would send back 
updated plans—all by letters. “Back and forth they would 
write to each other until a design was settled upon, and 
the architectural plans were drafted up. Then Barber 
would send these finished plans on to his clients, so they 
could be used by a local builder or carpenter to erect the 
home at the client’s homesite.” According to DiMattei, 
“The Eaton residence is a spot-on match for one of 
George Barber’s published designs, design #60,” which 
appeared in The Cottage Souvenir No. 2,A Repository of 
Artistic Cottage Architecture and Miscellaneous Designs, 
first published in 1891. Barber even built the design for 
himself in Knoxville. 

There are slight differences because, DiMattei noted, 
Barber wanted his clients to experience the professional 
services of an architect despite the thousands of 
miles between them. “Barber felt that through his 
customization of each design, he was quelling his critics 
that claimed he merely peddled stock plans for multiple 
clients, regardless of their site location, climate, or other 
factors that contribute to a successful design.” 

The estimate cost to build this design in 1891? 
Approximately $3,300. It was recently listed with 
Douglas Elliman’s Michael Daly for $3.995 million. 

The four-bedroom, two-and-a-half bath house, built on 
a hilltop in the heart of the village, has remained largely 
the same as when it was first constructed. The once 
open-air front porch is now enclosed, according to Daly. 

Much of the original woodwork remains inside. A 
collection of William Eaton’s artwork is displayed in the 
house, now owned by Ken Conrad, his great grandson. 
The kitchen has been updated, and three parlors were 
converted into one large living room while one floor was 
made into a master bedroom. “Some buyers will find it a 
comfortable family home and others will come and look 
for opportunities for updating and perhaps even period 
restoration,” Daly says.

A matching carriage house that was built at 
the same time as the main house also remains. 

Eaton, who would live in Brooklyn in the winter, 
would drive east in a Locomobile steamer, which 
his son, Edmond P. Eaton, told the Southampton 
Press in 1975 was the first automobile in Sag 
Harbor. His father had early on worked at Fahy 
Watch Case Company in Sag Harbor, where 
he developed a machine that could engrave 
54 watch cases simultaneously, and other 
machines for jewelry engraving and clinical 
thermometers. He later worked as an engineer 
for the American Bank Note Company and as a 
designer for the U.S. Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in Washington. 

William Eaton was living in the house, raising 
his children, when he invented the universal 
modern C engraving machine, known as the “The 
Eaton Engraver,” according to an interview with 
Edmond P. Eaton in the Sag Harbor-Shelter Island Pilot in 1970. It was the 
first such machine used to print wedding announcements and invitations, 
and has since been copied.

Around 1910, he built a large-windowed frame 
structure on property to the east, which the 
family then owned, to match his house, with 
plans to use it as a laboratory for experiments, 
but ended up using the extra space to build the 
engraving machines and it became their first 
factory, his son told the Pilot. 

With the engraving machine in demand 
across the globe, Eaton built a brick factory 
on Jermain Avenue, which more recently may 
be remembered as a factory for Sag Harbor 
Industries. Engraving Machinery Corporation 
even built some machines for the U.S. Bureau of 
Engraving in Washington D.C., and during World 
War II his company was said to have played 
a major role in engraving military precision 
devices crucial to the war effort. The Eatons later 
received several federal citations, including the 
prestigious Army-Navy Production Award for 


Excellence in War Production. 
An historic house built and designed by historic figures, indeed, filled 
with timeless tales that endure.

Some parents buy children smaller, three- and four-year-old seedlings 
to decorate their room around Christmas and then later plant them in the 
yard to watch the kids and trees grow together, he says. 

One of the most important considerations in getting a live tree is that 
they are heavier than freshly cut trees. A seven-foot tree with its ball 
weighs 200 pounds, while a cut tree averages 40 or 50 pounds, Marple 
says. With all the soil on the bottom, “It is heavy and awkward to carry,” 
he says, plus you will need a truck or a large sport utility vehicle to cart it 


home.

easier. 

Once inside, the tree should sit in a large indoor plant saucer and a large 
wet towel can be wrapped around the burlap to help keep the ball moist. 
It should not be submerged in water like fresh cut trees or the roots will 
drown, he says. Marple suggests placing a four-by-four piece of wood or a 
couple of bricks on the ball to steady it. 

The trick for the tree’s survival, Marple says, is to keep the tree as cool 
as possible—away from a fireplace, baseboard heat, or vent. Also, when 
Christmas is over, do not to put the tree back outside immediately, he 
says. Instead, place the tree in the garage or some other half-way point. 
“Going from a 70-degree room to a 20-degree night, it is a shock,” he 
says. “The warmth of the house tricks the tree into thinking it’s spring. 
The buds will start to swell with sap so you need to move the tree into a 
garage or some place where it can cool down for a week and go back into 
dormancy.” 

Marple suggests digging the hole for the tree when you first bring it 
home, even if it is several weeks before it will be planted in the ground. 
“You don’t know whether the ground will freeze,” he explains, pointing out 
you should bring a couple of buckets of dirt into the garage in case of a 


solid freeze. 


When planting, the top of the root ball should be level with the ground, 
Sinning says. Come spring, it is imperative to water the tree a lot, she 
adds. 

Marple does not use any treated rope or burlap, so the tree can be 
planted as is right in the ground. “Everything rots away real quick,” he says. 

Norway and White Spruce, even Blue Spruce, require full sun and well- 
drained soil. Some of the heavy clay soil found on the North Fork are not 
good for the trees, and Marple says it would be best to add some peat 
moss or sand to break it up for optimal planting conditions. The trees 
will also need some room to grow and should not be placed up against a 
stockade fence. 

Ball and burlap trees are a little more expensive than freshly cut trees. 
A six-foot tree sells for $75, and with the ball it goes for $105 at Matt’s 
Christmas Tree Farm. The average price at Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm is 
about $100 for a five-foot tree. 

Sinning has seen a busy holiday season even in the face of the 
coronavirus pandemic. “We are busy. In the last four weeks, a little more 
so than normal,” she says. “People are just looking to get out and do 
things.”

ary Laube has been in the propane and gas industry for more than 35 

years. Though he had already built up and sold one gas business years 

earlier, in 2009 he decided to start another with his son, Kyle Laube, who 
had followed in his dad’s footsteps. 

They created Liberty Gas, a one-stop, full-service source for all residential and 
commercial propane needs, and the business has quickly grown and continues to 
evolve, Gary says. Along with Kyle’s wife, Noel Laube, they run the business out of 
a state-of-the-art office building they own in Westhampton Beach, and their cus- 
tomer base has increased to 4,000. 

The Laubes have strong ties to the area—both Gary and his son grew up in the 
Center Moriches—East Moriches area, spending time with family in Westhampton. 
Kyle went to Westhampton Beach High School and both he and his wife have 
been involved as youth coaches in several sports. 

They learned the gas business, inside out, working for other companies when 
each got their start. As much knowledge as they have acquired over the years, 
they also are dedicated to educating the public and their clients, and that goes 
to the very foundation of propane’s many applications. The fuel can be used for 
cooking, heating hot water, and fueling dryers, generators, barbecues, fire pits and 
fireplaces. 

“Of course, we deliver and we do full install, from installing tanks to burying 
tanks, to running all the gas piping from the tanks to the house,” Kyle says. “The 
interior gas work, installing the piping inside and outside. We service everything 
that has to do with gas, every appliance. We do install appliances, you know, boil- 
ers, hot water heaters.” 

What is the benefit of having propane versus natural gas or another heating 
element? 

“Freedom,” says Gary. “If you have natural gas—natural comes right to your 
house, you basically have one supplier that you’re paying and they can dictate 
any price they want.”

Propane, a by-product of natural gas processing and 
petroleum refining, is eco-friendly, safe and efficient. 

It is liquified through pressurization but can be com- 
pressed for transport—that is why it is known as lique- 
fied petroleum gas or LPG. Propane gas is generally less 
expensive than heating oil furnaces and boilers, and 
propane equipment runs more efficiently than heating 
oil equipment, and even requires less maintenance. Due 
to its being a cleaner option, and one that provides more 
flexibility for larger homes being built in many locales on 
the East End, it is also becoming an increasingly go-to 
option. 

“There’s quite a few accounts that we’ve done now 
that the houses are so big that they cannot run natural 
gas to it because the company cannot provide enough gas to supply to 
the house,” Gary explains. 

“That’s the problem we’re having out east, that the natural gas line isn’t 
big enough to supply these houses. So even though there’s natural gas 
running through these areas, due to the size of these houses, they can’t 
provide enough natural gas. So we’re coming in and putting propane in.” 

There is a certain art to laying the gas lines—a special, high-poly pres- 
sure plastic that goes underground and galvanized pipe inside the home. 
It’s not just about the laborious work of digging and dropping the lines. 
Propane requires special safety precautions since the gas is combustible 
in the air, and Liberty Gas employees attend special courses and receive 
ongoing education to ensure the highest safety standards. 

The company has six delivery trucks and five service trucks and employs 
29 people in total. “And we're always looking for more qualified people,” 
Kyle notes.

Liberty is also a 24-hour service, on call if their customers run out of gas 
or there is a service issue. “This time of year, it’s cold right now, if some- 
one has no heat at night or something, we will respond,” Kyle says. 

In 2013, Liberty became a direct supplier, cutting out the middleman 
and offering more competitive pricing by adding an on-premises propane 
terminal, allowing the company to store propane shipped directly from 
the refinery. The company has 30,000 LP storage at their home base in 
Westhampton and 18,000 LP storage in Calverton. 

“We pride ourselves on our service and our response. I feel today, nowa- 
days, not in just gas but in almost every industry, that customer service is 
terrible,” Kyle says, noting that they receive compliments on their recep- 
tionists and technicians. Their response is usually within the day, and 
Liberty Gas also has its own service department, which not every gas com- 
pany does, instead of subcontracting out such work. “Everything that we 
provide, we can service. We’re an all-in-one company.”

Walking Though Paviush Att Museums “Field of Dreams”

he COVID-19 pandemic forced millions of 

businesses and organizations across the globe to 
pause and rethink their strategies, concoct creative 
solutions to new challenges and raise awareness of 
this evolution to keep from sinking in the storm 
that is 2020. Here on the East End, the Parrish 
Art Museum accomplished this in manner that’s 
nigh impossible to miss, seeing as the exhibition’s 
monumental installations stand several feet tall on 
Montauk Highway in Water Mill. 

The inaugural Field of Dreams exhibition, part of 
the “Art in the Meadow” outdoor initiative, was born 
out of the pandemic. With museum doors closed since 
March, and the calendar counting down the days of 
summer, the Parrish team had to think of something 
huge to bring guests back to the museum in a safe but 
exciting way. And after Terrie Sultan stepped down 
from the position of Parrish director in May, eyes 
turned to President Mary E. Frank to lead the creative 
direction of the museum during these critical months. 
“You can’t have a summer in the Hamptons without 
something at the Parrish,” Frank recalls thinking. 
“Sometimes it’s urgency that drives the best creativity.” 

In an ingenious move to both create a safe, open- 
air art viewing experience and attract more visitors 
to the Parrish—including those who’ve mistaken the 
Parrish for a warehouse or a barn—Frank came up 
with the museum’s first outdoor exhibition. She called 
her friend Paul Gray, the principal at Richard Gray 
Gallery, to inquire about giant sculptures that he may 
be willing to loan to the museum. She then invited 
Mary Margaret Jones, President of HargreavesJones, 
Landscape Architects, to visit the Parrish’s 14-acre 
grounds and devise a plan.

and Joel Shapiro. Glenn Fuhrman, who loaned Roy 
Lichtenstein’s Tokyo Brushstrokes to the Parrish 
beginning in 2014, donated two additional works by 
Isa Genzken and Giuseppe Penone. 

Finally, Frank asked Hamptons artist Joel Perlman 
to submit his first artwork to the Parrish, so he 
suggested his 1989 work Eastgate. The sculpture

Permanent Collection, rounding out the 17 installations 
by 10 international artists in Field of Dreams.

2020: THE YEAR TO CRUSH THE GREATEST OF ALL INVESTMENT MYTHS - 
THE “RISK” OF STOCKS & THE “SAFETY” OF BONDS 


February 19, 2020 brought 
us a new all-time closing high 
for the S & P 500 of 3,386.15. 
Panicked by COVID, the market 
closed down an unprecedented 
34% just 33 days after hitting 
those highs. What immediately 
followed was the best 50 day run 
ever. Many investors sold some 
of their stock portfolio into the 
temporary decline (thereby 
creating a permanent loss, 
the only way possible)! Such 
irrational money behavior results 
from investors’ and advisors’ 
deeply human and always fatal 
misperception of risk. 


Our investment culture defines risk as volatility or 
temporary sharp up and down movements around 
the permanent long-term uptrend. In the 1950s, 
Nobel prize-winning economist Harry Markowitz 
created an academic model to identify the “most 
efficient” stock portfolio from among a number of 
alternatives. By efficient, he meant the one that 
would offer the best “risk-adjusted” return — his 
novel contribution was adding a risk variable — 
which he defined as adjusted for volatility. The 
trouble is, volatility is not risk any more than 
temporary decline is permanent loss. 


Risk is the chance of a permanent 
loss of capital/money. Believing 
volatility is risk leads investors to own 
and advisors to recommend owning 
too many bonds (to minimize portfolio 
movement), believing their goal is 
to reduce volatility. Bond exposure 
freezes principal and the income it 
| generates, thereby killing purchasing 
power. The real challenge is to 
protect purchasing power. For the 
last almost 100 years, stock — S & P 
500 — dividends (having grown about 
6% annually) are a peerless and 
consistent source of an income that 
not only keeps up with inflation, but 
historically has grown twice as much. 


The market's increase is permanent and each 
decline is temporary. Volatility is not risk any more 
than a temporary decline is a permanent loss. That 
which diminishes or destroys purchasing power in a 
30 year retirement — bonds/ fixed income -— is risky. 
That which preserves or increases purchasing power 
—(stocks/ S & P 500) ~ is safe. As such, successful 
investing is not a financial market problem, but 
a problem of psychology. The myth of the risk of 
stocks is a result of a deep belief in something 
(the S & P 500 causing a permanent loss) that can 
overwhelmingly be proven to not exist! 


Wealth preservation is a problem of protecting 
purchasing power NOT of protecting principal 
and the only rational role of bonds is to ensure 
enough liquidity so we needn’t sell stocks during 
temporary declines. THAT’S IT!

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t may surprise readers to learn that this week’s atmospheric cover was 

done by iconic radio host Howard Stern. A longtime Hamptonite, Stern 
talks about his artistic process, how he got into painting and his love of the 
East End. 


What materials were used to create this painting? 

This is a watercolor painting done on Arches cold-pressed paper. I used 
a limited palette. This is a sepia painting and is mostly a mixture of burnt 
sienna and Payne’s grey...Winsor & Newton paint. I can go on and on... 
Winsor & Newton Series 7 brushes. I do a full graphite drawing first and 
then put watercolor over it. 


Your painting is wonderful. What were you thinking, or trying to convey, 
with this scene? 

Thank you. I love the ocean, and I went on an early morning walk in 
Southampton with the idea of taking pictures for possible paintings. When 
I saw the bowl of light on the beach and the long, dark shadows cast from 
the broken wooden fence, I knew I found something special. Something 
peaceful and calming. I wanted to share the view with everyone. Painting 
the beach really allows you to see things in a whole new way—I will never 

look at footsteps in sand the exact same way. 

Drawing and painting those impressions 

in the sand was something I had 
never done before. 


Did you study painting 
before you embarked on 
your present career? 
If so, did you ever 
consider early on 
making a career out of 
painting? 

No, I started painting 
six years ago. I was 
inspired when I saw 
the published journals 
of Guillermo del 

Toro and thought it was 
cool the way he treated 


each page as art. His written words and little paintings looked perfect on the 
page. I wanted to do that. I wanted to journal and draw. I began looking for 
teachers to help me learn this new language. I started with many wonderful 
local artists out here—Linda Capello, Molly Dougenis, Aniik Libby and 
made a few visits to the Art Barge to speak with Chris Kohan. Eventually, 
as I continued my studies and got more serious about it, I studied with 
the master watercolor painter Frederick Brosen and threw myself into the 
process. Rick’s work is remarkable, and I liked his philosophy when he 
explained that he never wanted me to paint like him but would give me the 
tools to create my own work. 


What was your first encounter with the Hamptons, and why did you 
decide to make a permanent home here? 

I grew up in Roosevelt, Long Island but was unaware of the Hamptons. I 
only became aware of it when I was on the radio in N.Y. and heard people 
talking about how wonderful it was. A friend invited me to use his home out 
here and my girlfriend (now wife), Beth, and I visited and were blown away. 
How did I not know about this place? It is so beautiful, peaceful and perhaps 
heaven on earth. I now spend so much of my time painting the Hamptons. I 
have several more sepias of beach scenes and I just finished a painting of 
Deerfield Road. I’ve painted so many different views of the Corwith Barns 
that I’ve lost count. Glad I got that done because sadly the barns are now gone. 


What are your favorite things to do for fun here? 

Just walk the beach, goto dinner. Always loved the Jean Georges restaurant 
at Topping Rose before COVID hit. I love when my kids are out here. We have 
some wonderful friends close by and love to have people over for dinner. It’s 
a place to relax. My wife and I also love the wildlife out here and spend a lot 
of our time with animal rescue. I wish more people would donate to [Evelyn 
Alexander] Wildlife Rescue Center in Hampton Bays. Ginnie and her crew 
are tireless, and they need money. Without the wildlife, the Hamptons will 
become just another suburb. 


What are your plans for the future? 

I will continue to paint, just for the joy of it. Maybe if I put together a 
big collection of Hamptons paintings I'll be bold enough to have a show 
but right now I’m honored to be on the cover of Dan’s Papers. I love how 
you present local artists, and I’ve seen some incredible work on your front 
page. I’m excited to be among them.

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East End Living 
Acts of Kindness: Mawteen's Haven 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


E bes winter season is an exceedingly challenging 
time for the East End’s homeless population, and 
in this unprecedented winter, Maureen’s Haven has 
had to adjust their programs and services to help 
those in need in ways that are safe for all parties 
involved. Executive Director Dan O’Shea discusses the 
growing need for homeless support, how Maureen’s 
Haven is working to fill that need and what the East 
End community can do to help their less fortunate 
neighbors in this uncertain time. 


Has Maureen’s Haven seen a noticeable increase 
in the number of homeless people seeking heip 
during the pandemic compared to previous 
years, and do you expect further increase into 
the winter months? 

We have seen an increase in the number of people 
seeking our services. Throughout the pandemic, we 
remained very busy and now that the colder weather 
is coming, calls for services are increasing every day. 
We started our Emergency Winter Shelter Program 
on November 1, and we have been close to capacity 
each night. In addition, due the pandemic, many other 
organizations that provide similar services in Suffolk 


County will not be operating this season, and, as of © 


now, Maureen’s Haven is the only private, non-county 
operated shelter in Suffolk County. We have been 
extremely busy and we fully anticipate the demand to 
increase as the weather get colder. 


MAUREEN’S HAVEN EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR DAN O’SHEA 


How have the Maureen’s Haven programs and 
services evolved during the pandemic, and 
how will this winter operate differently than 
previous years? 

When the COVID-19 pandemic first hit in March, 
we quickly adapted our programs to meet the needs 
of the homeless in our community. We increased our 
outreach efforts, we continued to operate seven days 
a week, and we started a weekend lunch program 
to address the lack of food and resources early in 
the pandemic. We started a telemedicine program, 
and we stepped up our relationships with local 
healthcare providers to ensure our guests had access to 
healthcare services. 

Regarding the Emergency Winter Shelter Program, 
we had to make significant changes to the way we 
operate the program this season. We are now following 
all CDC and Department of Health recommendations,

including mask wearing, social distancing and 
increased had washing and sanitizing. With our host 
sites, we are limiting the number of guests at each 
site to accommodate social distancing, as well as 
transporting less guests in our vans. However, we 
are still able to operate at a 32 beds per night, with 
the addition of a second host site to accommodate 
our overflow. 


Have any former host sites been reluctant to 
open their doors during the pandemic, and 
how are the remaining host sites balancing the 
wellbeing of the homeless with the safety of 
their volunteers? 

Weare very fortunate to have so many congregations 
and supporters throughout the East End, and many of 
them are continuing to support us in some capacity. 
What is most important is that we do have the host 
sites this season to operate our program. While many 
of the host sites were reluctant to host this season, and 
understandably so, we are grateful for their continued 
support and dedication. We are truly blessed. 

In the past, we had about 20 host sites. This season, 
we are operating about 12, with several acting mainly 
as overflow sites. We are also asking the volunteers to 
limit their interactions with other volunteers, staff and 
our guests. It is all about the health and safety of all 
participants. Rather than have a number of volunteers 
on site each night helping with the program, many 
are now serving pre-made meals, doing all the setups 
prior to our arrival, and limiting interactions such as 
eating meals together, playing cards or board games, or 
limiting fellowship. It’s been a challenge, but we are all 
committed to making it work as safe as possible. 


How is Maureen’s Haven using community 
outreach and social media to raise awareness 
of its services during this time of increased 
isolation? 

We have such strong relationships with many 
dedicated supporters on the East End, and we are 
grateful for their continued support. With our Summer 
Lunch Program, for example, volunteers from every 
community graciously provided the lunches every 
week. Many also held donation drives to help us with 
critical needs, especially early in the pandemic. We 
also rely on community outreach to keep us informed 
about those in our community who need help. We

often get calls from concerned citizens about homeless 
in the community, and we make every effort to respond 
to outreach calls. We do cover the entire East End, 
both forks, so conducting outreach can be challenging 
with our limited resources. We also have amazing 
relationships with local law enforcement agencies, 
we partner with hospitals and healthcare providers, 
and we routinely coordinate efforts with our partner 
agencies to ensure services are provided. 

We are in the middle of our Annual Holiday Appeal 
and social media does play a key role with spreading 
the word about that, as well as informing the many new 
residents on the East End about our programs. For 
the months of November and December, we’ve been 
hoping to get 10 donations a day. Since it is unlikely 
we will be holding our Annual Winter Benefit, our hope 
is that the 10x61 campaign will held us offset any lost 
funding from that event, as well as give us the needed 
financial support going into 2021. 


What are some ways the East End community 
can help Maureen’s Haven serve the homeless 
in this unprecedented winter? 

Throughout the pandemic, many individuals, 
organizations and congregations stepped up without 
hesitation. But as we enter the winter months, support 
is needed now more than ever. With limited resources, 
Maureen’s Haven has had to fill in many of the gaps 
with the Winter Shelter Program. With overnight 
innkeepers, for example, we are having to provide 
staff due to a lack of volunteers to serve as overnight 
innkeepers. With social distancing, we are limiting the 
number of guests we can transport at one time, which 
has almost doubled the number of trips we have to 
take nightly. And as our numbers increase, we expect 
to have to provide more staff and resources to the 
program to ensure we can operate each night. The best 
way people can help is with financial support. We are a 
small, private nonprofit, so all contributions go directly 
into our programs. Of course, we also need essential 
items such as non-perishable foods, winter clothing 
(hats, gloves, thermals). However, this year we have a 
need for items such as paper towels and toilet paper, 
hand sanitizer, cleaning and disinfectant products, and 
masks and PPEs. fi

Saliuas in Montauk Looks to Land $9 Million 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


e building that houses Salivar’s, one of 

Montauk’s most established eateries—once 

a dockside hangout for fishermen turned trendy 

restaurant—has splashed onto the market, listing at 
$9 million. 

The commercial waterfront property at 470 West 
Lake Drive houses one other prized possession—the 
head of the great white shark Captain Frank Mundus 
caught that inspired the character Quint in the 
movie Jaws. 

The Montauk Harbor property, near Gosman’s Dock, 
offers the opportunity to own a restaurant facility with 
multiple indoor and outdoor dining spaces, while 
picking up prime Montauk real estate. “It’s been a 
staple in Montauk Harbor for my entire life,” says Chris 
Coleman of Compass, who listed the property five days 
ago. “It’s a really special and local spot.” 

For many years, it was the only place in Montauk 
where you could get a drink and food 24 hours a day, 
serving breakfast, lunch and dinner and with the neon 
sign that read Salivar’s always aglow. 

The restaurant is asking nearly triple what it sold for 
nearly a decade ago. In 2011, Pete Chimpouckchis, the 
longtime proprietor of Salivar’s, sold the property for 
$3.3 million to Brian Obergfell, an attorney with a Wall 
Street firm, and his wife, Jo-Ann Obergfell. It had been 
listed at $3.95 million one year earlier. According to 
East Hampton Town tax rolls, the property is owned 
by Graceland III LLC, which the Obergfells formed in 
2011. Rob Devlin and his family own the restaurant. 

Located on a 0.83-acre lot, the restaurant includes 
a 4,100-square-foot first floor with two bars, a fully

operable kitchen, three restrooms and two dining 
areas. There is also a 1,000-plus square-foot covered 
outdoor dining area with a separate bar that overlooks 
the commercial fishing boats docked in Montauk 
Harbor. The second floor consists of five rooms and a 
full bathroom, which has been used for staff housing 
or as an office/storage space. The upstairs deck and bar 
area also overlook the harbor. 

The restaurant has more than 100 feet of water 
frontage and a bulkhead with five slips that can 
accommodate a boat up to 65 feet. It also has a sizable 
parking lot. 

Annual taxes are about $17,500. _ 

Even after the restaurant was renovated in 2014, 
the neon sign and an infamous great white remained. 


Mundus gave it to Chimpouckchis after he caught 
in 1964, and it was preserved by a taxidermist and 
mounted to the wall. “In fact, Chimpouckchis even 
raised the roof of Salivar’s in the space where the head 
was to be displayed, giving it a place of honor and in 
the process creating something of a shrine—one where 
people came in recent years to pay their respects to 
both the now-departed Mundus and a rapidly-changing 
Montauk...” Long Island Pulse once wrote. 

“Tf, as has been said, men like Frank Mundus put 
Montauk on the map, then Salivar’s stood as a temple to 
the Montauk they created,” the 2012 article continued. 
“The grinning shark head was the crucifix hung behind 
the altar of a very particular kind of church—the kind 
with Genesee Cream Ale on tap.” gf

The creation of the Adoption Center 
is just one aspect of her dedication and advocacy work for NSALA, which started 
over 16 years ago, when she was approached to take part in a fashion show for 
the NSALA. 

“I remember not leaving the runway until every cat and dog and puppy was 
adopted and they recognized my passion for animals,” 
she says. “It’s been such a rewarding, beautiful _ 
relationship, and I get so much out of it. So, 
it’s my life.” 

And she’s not kidding. Right before 
this interview. Beth said she had just 
“finished cleaning litter boxes.”

foster cats that Beth so lovingly cares for until they can be adopted into “forever 


homes,” as well as her six permanent resident cats. 

“We chose a big house and I have a separate area where I keep my fosters, and 
right now I’m really focusing on a lot of senior fosters, where people that sadly have 
passed away and no family members are willing to take their animals,” Beth says. 
During the COVID-19 pandemic, she notes, adoptions have increased due to the 
number of people working at home. People are also more open to adopting animals 
with special needs and adult and senior animals. 2 

“It’s been really a nice thing in the middle of this horrific pandemic and what's 
going on in the world, but that doesn’t mean that the shelters aren’t still full. And we 
still have so many who do need homes,” she adds. 

Beth and Howard have been spending all their time at their Southampton home 
since March, she says, a home they moved into 12 years ago. Howard has been 
broadcasting his show from the house. 

“We just feel safe and protected, here we love the fresh air, we love cia on beach 
walks, we love the lifestyle here. Don’t get me wrong, we definitely love New York 
City, but we really prefer being out here. I love living in the middle of this beauty and 
just looking out my window and seeing a family of deer frolicking in my dunes. I feel 
my connection with the wildlife has definitely deepened.” 

Whether it’s the wild creatures outdoors, or the cuddy kittens inside the home, 

Beth Stern is surrounded by the unconditional love that the animals give and she is 
filled with grace and gratitude. 


“I’m so fortunate,” she says, “to live a lifestyle that I can pursue my passion 


every day of my life.” ga.
